Dr. Paul R. Van Gorder of Atlanta 
and Dr. Benjamin E. Carmichael of Chat- 
tanooga will speak at the two major 
events of Bryan’s twenty-eighth com- 
mencement which will conclude the 
thirty-first year of the college. In com- K 
menting on their acceptance, Dr. Mercer 
said, “Both of these men represent the 
traditions in their respective professions 
to which Bryan College aspires. We are 
delighted to have two speakers of their 
caliber on our platform.” 

Baccalaureate Preacher 

Dr. Van Gorder, who will preach the 
baccalaureate sermon in an 8:00 p.m. 
service scheduled for the Rhea Central 
High School auditorium in Dayton, is 
pastor of Colonial Hills Baptist Church 
of East Point, Ga., in metropolitan At- 
lanta. Colonial Hills is known throughout 
evangelical Christian circles as one of 
America’s foremost Bible teaching and 
missionary churches. The church now 
shares in the support of 104 missionaries, 
19 of whom are its own members, serving 
under thirty different boards. Total mis- 
sionary giving has reached $80,000 an- 
nually. 

In addition to his work as pastor of 
this congregation since 1945, Dr. Van 
Gorder is president of Colonial Hills 
Christian School and is active in evan- 
gelistic and Bible teaching ministry. His 
travels include distribution of Scripture in 
Formosa and Japan under the auspices of 


the Pocket Testament League. He is the 
son of Dr. J. J. Van Gorder of Hender- 
sonville, North Carolina, one of Amer- 
ica’s well-known Bible teachers of the 
past generation. 

Commencement Speaker 

Dr. Bennie Carmichael is one of the 
outstanding figures in public education 
in the South. A native Tennessean and 
a graduate of the Dandridge, (Tenn.) 
High School, he holds the B.S. and M.S. 
degrees from the University of Tennessee 
and the Ph.D. from George Peabody Col- 
lege for Teachers. His educational service 
includes experience at both elementary 
and secondary levels as well as his well- 
known career in higher education as a 
member of the Peabody faculty. He came 
to Chattanooga last fall to become super- 
intendent of Chattanooga Public Schools, 
a position to which he is lending 
aggressive and productive leadership. 

The commencement convocation will 
be held Tuesday, June 6, at 10:00 A.M., 
under the trees on the campus or, in the 
event of rain, in the college chapel. De- 
grees will be conferred on twenty grad- 
uating seniors, with four more scheduled 
to complete requirements in the summer 
session. These latter will receive their 
degrees at the convocation opening the 
fall term on September 10.
